This was five billion dollars high­ 
er than in the J a n u a ry March quar 
tor and $23,500,000 above the sec­ 
ond quarter last year. 
The d ep a rtm en t said, however, 
the rise "seems to have been as 
I so d ated with increases in prices.” 
The Commerce D ep artm en t said 
that, on the basis of July figures, 
the estimated annual rate of in­ 
come of A m ericans was at an all- 
time high of $345,500,000,000. 
The d e p artm en t saw signs that 
Americans 
are 
showing 
greater 
buyer resistance to hi cfh prices in 
the fact that business inventories 
I continue to rise.

Soil ond Surplus 


Editorial - BV BRU CE BIOSS AT 
The ad m inistratio n’s soil bank 
p ro g ra m , now in it* second year, 
Is aim ed, of course, at reducing 
the nation’s huge farm surpluses 
The som ew hat limited record so 
fa r indicates that it may not prove 
too effective In achieving that r e ­ 
sult. 
The 
bank 
involves 
six 
m ain 
com m odities—wheat, corn, cotton, 
tobacco, 
rice 
and 
peanuts 
The 
biggest portion of the bank is an 
acrea g e reserve, created by fa rm ­ 
ers taking land devoted to these 
crops out of cultivation. 
The law 
specifies, too, that land thus set 
aside cannot be used to grow oth­ 
e r crops. 
Last y e ar the act w as adopted 
too late for full effect, but about 
12 2 million acres (IO per cent) 
of the total allotted to the six list- 1 
ed crops v e n t into the acreage re ­ 
serve. 
Most of this 
was taken 
from w heat and corn allotments. 
F a rm e rs ’ paym ents for p artici­ 
pation in this prog ram cam e to 
2flo million dollars. 
They got an ­ 
other 25 million for taking p art in 
the other aspect of the soil bank 
plan—the conservation reserve. 


But despite the 
acreage w ith­ 
draw als, wheat and com in 1958 
both registered 7 per rent produc­ 
tion 
increases. 
Output 
of the 
other four crops dropped varying 
degrees 
from 
15 to I per 
cent. 
Most experts ascribed the declin­ 
es, 
h o w e v e r , 
to 
v idespread 
drought 
ra th e r 
than to the 
soil 
bank, 
As of April 30 this y ear, g overn­ 
ment price supports on 1956 crops 
bad fallen 17 per cent below the 
previous y ear to a figure of 
2 8 
billion 
dollars 
And 
com m odi­ 
ties in federal inventory or pledg­ 
ed for fa rm e rs ’ loan* down to 7 8 
billion from 86 billion the y ear 
before. 
But the 
record 
suggests 
th a t 
sharply boosted exports of wheat 
and cotton w ere m ore responsible 
than the soil bank for the w hit­ 
tled surpluses. 


In 1957 the am ount signed up 
for the acreag e reserv e is 21 mil 
lion acres, against last y e a r’s 12 ? 
million. 
About three fifths comes 
out of the w heat allotment. 
It’s too early to say how 1957 
production will turn out. But fir*! 
indications for w heat are that out­ 
put will fall p erhaps just 3 per 
cent below 1956, despite the fact 
that nearly 13 million out of a 55- 
million acre allotm ent are in the 
soil bank. 
As so often before with other ef­
